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_ Chemistry students here won’t have to worry about: 
the instructor’s experiments failing any more. 

The problem will be solved within a week or so when 
television teaching is introduced to SAC chemistry stu- 


dents. 

Television monitors are now 
located in lecture hall Q-5. Stu- 
dents will view pre-taped experi- 
ments, according to Art Hayes, 
chemistry instructor. 

Some 16 chemistry experi- 
ments were completed by Hayes 


and Dr. Walter Brooks in Sep-° 


tember. The experiments were 
taped in Anaheim because TV 
studios in Santa Ana had not 
been completed. 

Hayes told El Don he intends 
to use the televisions as ‘“‘just 
another audio-visual ‘device, a 
supplemental tool which could 
prove to be very valuable.” He 
does not intend to use it as an ex- 
cuse for not teaching, he added. 

“The public address system, 
which will be used with the TVs, 
will make teaching a much easier 
job,” Hayes said. “‘There will be 
no shouting in the big lecture 
hall, putting the instructor at 
ease. Everybody will hear a lot 
better.” 

The chemistry instructors are 
enthusiastic about the possibil- 
ities of the new closed circuit 
television. Most important is the 
time lapse problem. 

“Students will be able to see in 
15 minutes an experiment that 
would normally take up to two 
weeks to complete. This should 
omit a lot of unnecessary de- 
tails,’? Hayes said. 

He cited another prob'em that 
will be solved by the TV: the 
possibility of an experiment not 
working the first time. 

“In an on-the-stop presenta- 
tion, there is no time to repeat 
an experiment,” Hayes explained. 
“Tf the experiment is taped, 
however, it may be _ repeated 
many times until a satisfactory
